days. The plans of the house were drawn bj 
Architect Millard, of St. Paul, and the braid- 
ing, when completed, will be by all odds the 
finest hotel on the line of the North Pacific 
outside of the few large towns. It will be 
two stories and a half high and the archi- 
tectural design of the roof is one that wilK 
please the eye of the most aesthetic. The- 
building will be first-class throughout, rand 
will be furnished in genuine metropolitan, 
style. It is being built by Mrs. McGowan, 
of Washington, D, O., a> lady of means who- 
has two sons whom she wishes to establish in 
business in Dakota on a large scale. 
The 


lumber is now on the ground and if the pres- 
ent weather holds for a fortnight the cellar 
excavation and walls will be well under way, 
and the superstructure framed. 


THE DEPOT 


which is already finished is the prettiest on 
the line between Fargo and Bismarck. 
It 


has several extra touches which no other 
like structure on the North Pacific possesses!. 
A Michigan man will pat in a lumber yard 
in about thirty days and will aleo make £ 
valuable addition to the town in the shape of 
a neat $2,500 dwelling house.
